(Special to Baptist Press) 

WASHINGTON — The State 
of Maryland cannot require 
that a public office holder be- 
lieve in God, the U. S. Su- 
preme Court unanimously rul- 
ed here. 

No religious test whatsoever 
may be applied by either the 
Federal Government or any 
state government to disqualify 
a person for public office, the 
fourt ruled, and atheists have 
as much right to disbelieve as 
other citizens have to hold to 
their faith.

_ Pedobaptism And 
iF be Bible Teaching

One of the practices of all Roman |Catholics and most 
protestant churches.is infant baptism. ‘These churches are 
often referred to as pedo baptists. The rise of infant bap- 
tism was closely associated with the development of. con- 
ceptions of sacramental salvation. It was reasoned that a 
child was born with the guilt of original sin. Since baptism 
was recognized as a priniary medium of cleansing the adult 
from sin, it also contained saving efficacy for the child who 
was born under the penalty and guilt of sin. It was declared 
that the child who died without baptism was condemned 
and that the parents bore the great responsibility of this 
tragic neglect. 

Beginning of the Practice 

This practice and teaching began no later than the close 
of the second century A. D. Tertullian was the first historian 
to mention the custom, and he violently opposed it. His 
writings are dated at about 200 A. D. The African bishop, 
Cyprian, urged infant baptism becausejof the “saving ef- 
ficacy of the ordinance,” The date of his work was the 
close of the third century. Thus, we can logically conclude 
that the fallacy if infant baptism began in the early cen- 
turies of the existence of the Christian church. It has con- 
tinued as a dogma and practice in all Roman Catholic church- 


es throughout the intervening years. Several protestant de- 


nominations such as the Epistopalians, and Lutherans haye 
also maintained the same concepts. 

Several protestant groups have maintained the senstind 
of infant baptism but have denied its purpose. John Wesley 
strongly refuted the idea that a baby was condemned by 
the original or Adamic sin. He attached no saving efficacy 
to baptism, With these conclusions, the need for pedobap- 
tism was eliminated. Nevertheless, it has been maintained 
as a practice because of the tremendous influence,of custom. 
Today, it is declared to be just a “dedication service.” The 
baptism or sprinkling is continued and is sufficient for 
church membership in.Jater years, 

Baptists Reject 
Baptists strenously object to this teaching and practice. 
First, pedobaptism has no New Testament precedent or 
teaching. Efforts to find a New Testament example have 
been very frustrating. Some have even sought its justifica- 
tion by indicating that it takes the place of the Old, Testa- 
ment practice of circumcision. This is likewise without a 
New Testament example. Second, the practice is not only 
non-scriptural, but' it is in contradiction to what we believe 
to be the scriptural plan‘of salvation, Salvation is the result 
of God’s grace and man’s faith; Eph, 2:8-9. A baby has no 
consciousness of any sin and cannot manifest an active faith. 
Sin is the wilful transgression of the will|of God; therefore a 
baby has never experienced this type of rebellion. Hence, 
the new born babe cannot receive nor 2 he need forgiv- 
ness for sifs he has never committed.

Right Or Wrong?

By “alien immersion,” we mean any immersion not ad- 
ministered or authorized by a church whose teachings are 
in accord with the teachings of the New Testament. In our 
ease it is where a Baptist church accepts baptism from 
some other than a Baptist church. 

One writer who advocates and accepts “alien so oer 
said, “We are assuming that we are search. Jon he mini- 
mum requirements for Baptist baptism and a the fe 
baptism which we will be obligated to accept of all edisades 
for membership.” I am unable to see how we could rightly 
speak of “minimum and maximum” requirements for New 
Testament baptism. To fail in one point would mean it is 
NOT New Testament baptism. 

Those who accept “alien immersion” usually contend the 
ordinance was given to the churches. The answer to this 
question should answer the question, “Is alien immersion 
right or wrong?” 

To Whom Given 
I. Was the ordinance given to individuals? The “alien im- 
mersionists” say “yes” . . . They cite the baptism of 
the eunch by Philip (Acts 8:38); the baptism of Pau] by 

Ananias (Acts 9) and the baptism of Cornelius, (Acts 10). 

In connection with these cases I would make the follow- 

ing statements and observations: 4 

1. If I cannot find the positive statement that in each 

case the individual had the authority of a church to: 
administer the ordinance, neither can anyone else 
find proof they did NOT have church authority. 


. We can certainly establish the fact that in each case . 


the one administering the ordinance had the direct 
command: from the Holy Spirit or from the Lord him- 
self to baptize. 

. It is an established principle of Biblical interpretation 
that any one passage of Scripture on a given subject 
must be interpreted in the light of all other teachings 
of that subject.

II. Was the ordinance given to the church? 
Those of us who reject “alien immersion,” take the _ 
tion that it was given to the church. 

1. Testimony of scholars. :

Brewery May Be Built Near Baptist 
Seminary In Forth Worth 


AUSTIN, Tex. — (BP) — 
A new Texas law that will 
change liquor control regula- 
tions to allow construction of 
a $20 million brewery near 
Southwestern Seminary in Fort 
Worth will go into effect Aug. 
27. 
Texas Gov. Price Daniel al- 
lowed the so-called Carling 
brewery bill to become state 
law without either: signing the 
bill or vetoing it. 

Under provisions of the new 
law, a grewery would be guar- 
anteed construction or continu- 
ed operation even though citi- 
zens in inct where it is 
located vote. to prohibit the 
sale of alcoholic beverages. 

In Fort Worth, meanwhile, 
a group of local citizens spear- 
headed ‘by Baptists who don’t 
want a brewery located in their 
area, were still trying to get 
a legal ruling from the Texas 
attorney general that would al- 


low a special called election 
on prohibition of all alcoholic 
beverages — hard liquor in- 
cluded. 

A spokesman for the group 
said that the efforts, were 80 
ensnarled with legal red tape 
that it looked like they just 
would have to get used to the 
smell of a brewery. , 

The only possible way to 
stop construction of the pro- 
posed $20 million brewery, said 
the citizen’s group, is for the 
precinct: to vote against the 
sale of alcoholic beverages be- 
fore the law goes into effect 
Aug. 27. rt: 

Only the state attorney gen- 
eral could- order the Tarrant 
County, Commissioners court 
to approve a specials called 
election before the Sept. 10 
date, and a spokesman said 
that such looks “absolutely 
impossible.”
